Andtothis end the word Seeking is vied inthisplace, | 
that we may learne , that as the heauens and the planets, 
and the whole frame of nature were ordained to finiſh 
{ their courſe by motions and operation ; {o man, as hee 
| was erdained to a molt bleſſed and happic end, ſhould at- 

taine thereunto,not by ſloth and idleneſle,bur by an car- 
neſticeking of the ſame, 

The, kingdome of beauen is like a treaſure, which 
cannot bee found Without ſecking and digging. Its 
like the precious pearle, for which the wiſe Marchant 
was content net onely to ſecke, but to ſell all that hee 


had,to buy it. GOD hath placed ys hecre inthis world 


as labourers to worke in lis vineyard 2 as trauellers 
to ſecke a Countric : as ſouldiers to fight the bateell 
ofthe Lord, againſt the fleſh , the world, andthe dr- 
vell, / 

. And for this purpoſe hath hee propoſed vato vs an 
vitilled land, a vineyarde, a.triple enenue to fight a» 
gainſt: that wee night remember, that wee ipuſtull the 
ground, if we will reape the fruite : that wee mult prune 
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refuſe the condition, is vile ingratitude, Wherefore let

the vine, if wee will drinke of the grape : that wee muſt 
fight, if wee will ouercome, Hee that tilletbthe land(laith 
the wiſe man) ſhall bee ſatisfied with bread, but he that folle- 
weth id/ene{ſe,ſnall bee filled with pouertie. Idlcneſle is a 
moth or canker ofthe minde,and the fruites thereof are 
wicked cogitations, cuill aſteAtions, and worle ations : 
corrupt trees withour fruityewiſe dead,and plucke yp by 
the rootes, engendriug in the mindea loathing of God 
and godlineflc, 

Eichue therefore idleneſTe, I beſeech you, and by the 


{ want yefindinothers, learneinſtruftios fer your ſelucs, 


Be not forgetful how bulic your enemie is, if he find yeu 
idles firſt, he putteth you in mind of ſome yanitic : then 
offereth opportunitic to practiſe: then hee craueth con- 
ſent; and if ye graunt him that, he eriumpheth by adding 
praRilſc: he Cavadh no meancs vnattempted, whereby he 
may ſubuert and bring yeuto perdition, To one{asto E- 
nab) he promiſcth the knowledge of goodand euil, Ano- 
ther he ſeduceth wich lying ſpeaches,as he did Phares the 
King, whom hce deceyued by falſe Prophets, To the 
[ewes he pretended the temple of che Lord, To the hea- 
then he ſhewed vaiuerſalities and antiquities, Androe- 
mit particulars,he leueth no meane vnattemptcd, wher- 
by he may entangle the ſoules of che 0 7 wrappe 
them inthe ſnarcs of death, Fly idleneſle theretore,and 
ſeeke yertue,and the way thereof: ſecke learning,as for 
a iewell, make diligent ſcarch and inquiſition after her ; 
ſecke carly, and ſeckeJatc,in the morning ſew thy ſced, 
andin the cuening let notthy hand reſt : ſeek himin the 
day of trouble, and hee will delier thee,and thou ſhalr 
glorife him, 

Seeke him,there is the commaundement: he will dou 
ligerthce, thereis the promiſe : andthou ſhale glorihe 
him,thereisthe condition, To diſobey the commaunde- 
ment,isrebellion:; to diſtruſt the promiſe, is infidelity: to 
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vs ſecke , andſcckecarneitly, witha teruent ſpirit, and 
humbleneſle of heart, and let vs perſwade our ſelues,that 
chere is no ſeeking without finding, no opening withour 
knocking, 

The ſecond circuftance to be conſidered in thispoint, 
is to whom we mull ſecke for theſe things, Our diretion 
is made vnto God, For exery good and perfe(t gift is from 4- 
boue,deſcending from the father of hehts, And as for many 
cauſes we areto ſecke God,and to God alone, lo eſpeci- 
ally for theſe foure, 

Firſt, becauſe we haue nothing of our ſclues,nor of a- 
ny other creature, bur whatſocucr we hauegwe have 1tof 
God : tor what haſt thou that thou haft not receyued? 1n 
him we liue,iwe moue,and hauc our being, Art thou wile 
in thine owne conceyt? Oremember, that the wwiſedome 
of the world is foolithneſle with God, O conliderthat 
the naturall man ynderſtandeth nor the things of God, 
Theſe things are hid from the wiſe and prudent, aud are 
reucaledto babes and ſucklings, Alas, what were man 
if hewere once left to himſelfe © A map of miſery, and a 
ſinke of calamitie, Alas, how were he able to reſiſt the 
fierie darts of the aduerſary.,, who continually gocth a- 
bourlike aroaring Lion,ſeeking whom he may deuourc? 
Here ye may note firlt his malice, for he daily accuſeth vs 
before the chicfe ludge of the kings bench s when hee 
cannot preuayle in this court,but ſeeth lus billes of aceu- 
ſation repclled,then he remoucththe matcer to the court 
of our owne con{cences, where on the one fide he laveth | 
the bookes of the Law, and ſtatutes made againgt ſhn:on | 
the ctherſide,the balles of accuſation brought 1a againſt 
ys out of the bookes of the Law, alleadging theſe itrickt 
places againſt ys ; T he ſowle that ſinneth, ſhall die the death. 


1 Curſed is hee that abideth not in enery poynt of the law,to doe 


&. On the other fide,he bringerh in our coſciences to wit- 
nefle againſt vs, and then inferreth this hard concluſion; 
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T berefore there is no hope in (aluation. 
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The ſinfull mays ſearch, 
Then if hee ſee that wee appeale from 1ultice rg 
mercy,and ſay,, Atwhat time ſoeucr a linner repenteth, 
the Iludge putteth all his wickednetle out of his re- 
membrance, hc dealeth withys , as crattie worldlings 
deale in marcers of Lawe, who when they fee ther 
matters palse againſt them in higher Couctes , bring 
downe their cale into the Countrey , to beedecided 
by the neyghbours:: who, cyther tos their (implicitie 
cannor, or tor their fauour dare no; iudye of the truth of 
the matter, - 
I Svour aduerſery,though God himlcite doe diſcharge 
vs, though our conicience doch teitific our inuocencie ? 
yet hee accuſceh in che third Court belore men , where 
hc1s bold co powre out his whole vevome and poyſon of 
his malice agatnit vs, and to forge what hes, and {laun- 
ders, and libels he it, becauſe he kavwerh they thall be 
receyued as truce | 
2 Thus be acculed Chriſt Teſus our bleſied Lord and Sa- 
uiour before Pontius Pilate, and cauled duerstalle and 
vntrue witneſles to coine 1a againſt hun, Butit he were 
malictous onely to with our deitrution,and not mighty 
to wreake Ins malice,we ſhould haue little caule to feare :

In this reſpect he 
is called a Father, becauſe,as the father tendreth his ſon, 
ſo the Lord doth all thoſe that put'their truſt m him,Can

It ſeemeth chat there was great dluerfitie betweene l 
this age and ours: tor it we ſhould lee mow a King goe to 4 
plough,a noble man to drive the teame,a gentlema keep 
iheepyhe ſhould be {corned tor his labour,more then Noe 
al was tor Ins drunkennes: yet when iveread ho'y thus 
M onarch of the world thought no {corne to play the huſ- 
bandwan , we conſider not ſus princely cailing, nor his 
ancient yeeres,, Dor his large poſkflions to commend 
Is induftric,or modeſtic,or lowly mind therein. W hich 
may teach vs huaulity , though wee learne to diſdayne 
husbandry,Of whom wil we learne to be humblegit kings 
glue examples,and the lonne of God humbleth himielte 
trom heauen to carth,aud yet we contemne the exainple 
of the kings ot che earth, and the example ot the King 
ot heauen® 

The time was when Adam digged and delued, when 
Dauid kept {heepe, and ailthe houſe of Iacob were cal 
led men occupied about catreil: bur as they forts were 
abon.1:ubletvrhe Egyptians(as Moles {faith in the ſame 
verlc)!o they which doe ike them, are abhorred of their 
brethren; and they which hue by them, ſcorne them 
tcr tieir worke , which would be chaftned themſelues, 
becauſe they worke net, | 

Therc was no arte 1crfcience which was ſo much ſet 
by in former times, and 1s now profitable ro the Com- | 
mon-;yealth,brivging lefle profit yntoher ſelfe,that wF | 
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OO  Noahs argnktuntſſe. 
{o wwſtly complayne of her fall without cauſe, and her de- 
ſpite from them char live by her, as this patnefull ſcience 
of husbandry z that 1c1s maruell that any man willtake 
« the payne tor the reſt, co bee contetnned for his labour, 
and becaſcornefor the reft , which might hunger and 
Racue, if he did not labour for them more then they doe 
for themiſclues. No maruaile ehenthough many inthe 
poore countreys murinure and complayney that other 
.cannot live by chew, andihey cauvoctiiug theiſelues ; 
but it is marucllif their coinplaints doe nat gro:y 10 time 
torebcllion, andpuil others as lo as the:inſelues 2 for 
J why ſhould the greatelt payne yeeld theletle profits yer 
| : this is their caſe; tor if you marke,you thall (ee, that the 
husband man doth bate the price of his truits fo ſoone as 
thedearthys palt , rhough herayſeth ita little while the 
dearth laſteth : but they winch raiſe the price ob.cheir 
wares with hin, {cldome fall againe, butnigke men pay 
as deare when the dearth 1s paſt,as it it were a dearth itill, 
Thus a plentifull yeere dorh damage him , and a hard 
yeere doth yantage them. So this paynetull man is faine
